Rescind U.S. OrdersThat 
Schools Change To Coal 

$38,885.43 of Taxpayer's Money Needlessly 
Spent; Local Ration Boards Grant 
Requests for Fuel 

After the Lower Merion School Board had spent $22,346.16 
for the preliminary work of converting the oil burning equip- 
ment in the schools into coal burning equipment it learned last 
week that it wouldn't be necessary. 

In addition, it will cost the School 



District $16,039.16 more to replace 
what has been done which means 
that a total of $38,885.32 of tax- 
payers' fund have been expended 
for naught. 

Also, the School Board has on its 
hands the balance of $140,000, 
which it borrowed to complete the 
work. On top of this, several con- 
tracts for materials and work exist, 
which may mean counter-claims 
and legal entanglements. 

To consider these things mem- 
bers of the School Board held a 
special meeting this week in Ard- 
more. To their credit seems to be 
these facts: 

1. They acted in good faith on 
government order that it would be 
necessary to convert from oil to 
coal. 

2. That the government and not 
the School Board changed its mind 
when it decided that even though 
the Petroleum Administration or- 
dered the change that the War Pro- 
duction Board would not grant the 
materials necessary to make the 
changes. 

3. That it will save at least two- 
thirds of the money borrowed if the 
persons and concerns with whom 
they contracted are reasonable. 

4. That the anticipated increased 
cost of $25,000 to operate the coal 
equipment in the schools wouid be 
saved. 

Meanwhile, after numerous con- 
ferences had been held; the $140,- 
000 bond issue executed and the 
work started Washington changed 
its mind. On August 20 word was 
received in the office of Superin- 
tendent of Schools, F. A. Dubois,

Last Jan. he was ship- 
ped to the west' coast- and then to 
Guadalcanal via Calodonia. ■ + 

It struck him somewhat funny, 
after crossing Arizona in a black- 
ed-out train and leaving a dimmed- 
out port on a blacked-out ship to 
arrive eventually in New Caledonia 
with no blackout, except when a 
"condition red" was reported.

Jap bombers, 
however, continued to pay their re- 
spects". On one occasion he duck- 
ed into a slit trench just before a 
500-pounder exploded 150 yards 
away. The vi$it of a Jap night 
raider who broadcast to the Ameri- 
can troops as he prepared to lay 
his eggs on the Island also sticks 
in his mind. The Jap used to drive 
a taxi in Brooklyn and was very 
proficient in English. "Well, here I 
am, boys," he used to say. "I've 
got eight of 'em here to lay and I 
don't want to start until you are 
all ready down there. I'll cruise 
around for a bit first. Well, I 
can't wait all night, so here comes 
.number one." This followed until 
all eight were laid, whereupon 
ths Jap would' say. "Well, «o Ion*, 
I'll see you tomorrow night." 

A useful souvenir Sergeant Don- 
nelly brought home is a wrist 
watch bracelet fashioned of alum- 
inum salvaged from a Jap Zero 
shot down on the Island. Some of 
the aluminum salvaged bore mark- 
ings "Made in the U.S.A.," he said. 
En route home after four months 
there — he was in G-3 operations 
and training — he covered a 1000 
miles of the journey in a few hours 
aboard an Army transport plane, 
his first ride in an airplane, to 
New Caledonia, only to wait 
around there 12 days for further

He stated that OPA 
is given a quota of oil, gas and tires 
and must distribute it equitably. 

"We should bear in mind," he 
said, "the huge military needs for 
gas and oil. In one raid on Berlin, 
860,000 gallons of gasoline are con- 
sumed," 

Blanchet advised all motorists to 
be especially careful of tires. For 
the next three or four months, he 
said, the rubber situation is going 
to be very serious. He recom- 
mended that tires be recapped when 
needed so that the tire carcass is 
| kept in good shape.

In any event, so-called non-par- 
tisan citizens may not vote at the 
local September primaries, despite 
the strictly negihborhood aspect of 
the contest, which means In this 
case that Fred Walzer will lose a 
vote. There is a deep conviction, 
however, -that he should be nomi- 
nated and elected and not being 
able to help the cause In a direct 
manner, I shall accept what I re- 
gard as ' an Insistent duty, for the 



benefit of Narberth, to aid other- 
wise as best I can. 

It Is hoped that others on the 
non-partisan roll will act in like 
manner to offset their Inability to 
cast their own vote for Fired as 
Narberth's "County Squire" in the 
best sense of the old-fashioned 
term.

Too many families have got Into 
the habit of eating a light break- 
fast, failing to realize the Impor- 
tance of this meal that actually 
breaks our fast of 13 hours. The 
stomach has been without food all 
this time and at the breakfast hour 
it needs re-fueling, so to speak. 

There's .no getting away from the 
fact that a cup of coffee and a 
piece of toast is poor preparation 
for the morning's work and that it 
will handicap us for the whole day. 
Before noon and lunch time we be- 
come unduly tired and empty — so 
hollow that we aren't hungry. Or 
if we, do feel the pangs of real 
hunger we eat far too much for 
comfort and spend that afternoon 
struggling with sleepiness. 

Breakfast should contribute 
about one-third of the day's food 
needs. In these days of food ra- 
tioning, the right breakfast makes 



the planning of the reBt of the 
meals easier because If an ade- 
quate meal is eaten, foods which 
are among the "Basic 7" bo essen- 
tial for the day's nourishment are 
included in the diet. A breakfast 
of fruit or fruit juice, cereal with 
whole milk or cream, toast or rolls 
with butter or enriched margarine 
and a beverage provides four of the 
seven- basic food needs and If egga 
are added another food group Is in 
the picture. 

Cereals are of prime Importance 
today because they are inexpensive, 
unrationed, plentiful and packed 
with nourishment. From a nutri- 
tional standpoint it makes little 
difference whether the cereal is hot 
or ready-to-serve so each member 
of the family can enjoy his favorite 
dish. But hot or cold, the cereals 
served should be those which give 
the whole grain values — Iron, nia- 
cin and vitamin Bl. The amount 
of protein in a bowl of cereal and 
milk is very much worth while In 
these times when other high pro- 
tein foods such as eggs, cheese and 
meat may be scarce and certainly 
will bo more expensive than ce- 
reals. 

There's such a variety of cereals 
available that monotony can easily 
bo avoided.

that regulations, effective August 
14, took out of the hands of the Pe- 
troleum Administration for War 
the authority to order conversions 
frdm fuel oil to solid fuel. The au- 
thority was placed with the local 
rationing boards and on August 25 
word was received from the Bryn 
Mawr and Ardmore Ration Boards 
that fuel oil could be burned in all 
the school buildings equipped for 
this purpose. 

The five schools involved in the 
equipment change are the Ardmore 
Elementary School, Penn Wynne 
School, Ardmore Senior High 
School, Bala-Cynwyd Junior High 
School, and Merion School. 

A report from Harry J. Eggly, 
Jr., relative to conferences held by 
members of the School Board and 
Government offidials, was read at 
the School Board's special meeting. 
In the last paragraph Eggy said: 

"Great regret was expressed by 
all present regarding the unneces- 
sary expenditure of the taxpayer's 
money but all agreed that under the 
circumstances it was unavoidable. 
The consoling point is that the 
School Board has averted the need 
for converting all of their jobs to

RATION REMINDER 

- GASOLINE — In 17 states of Eastern shortage area A-6 
coupons are now valid. In states outside the eastern shortage 
area A-7 coupons are now valid through September 21. B and 
C coupons expire to date on individual books. All gasoline cou- 
pons in the possession of car owners must be endorsed with the 
owner's license number and state of registration. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons in old rations remain valid 
through September 30. Period 1 coupons in new rations are 
valid now. Occupants of oil heated homes are urged to return 
their applications for next year's fuel oil to their ration boards 
promptly and when issued new rations to place orders with their 
dealers for summer fill-ups. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 14 good for five pounds through Oc- 
tober. Stamps Nos. 1 5 and 1 6 are good for 5 lbs. each for home 
canning purposes through October 3. 

Housewives may apply to their local ration boards for more 
if necessary. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 (1 pair) is valid through Oc- 
tober 31. 

STOVES — Consumer purchases of rationed stoves must be 
made with a certificate obtained at local War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards. 

MEATS, ETC. — Red Stamps X .and Y valid through Oc- 
tober 2. Z becomes valid September 5, and remains valid 
through October 2. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps R, S, and T remain 
valid through September 20. U, V, and W became valid Septem- 
ber 1 and remain valid through October 20. 

ORDER OF INDUCTION 

"The selection of men needed for the armed forces and the 
deferment of men required for agriculture, war production, and 
war supporting activities are much more difficult than in the days 
when we had men from which to choose," said Major Lewis B. 
Hershey, Director of Selective Service, in a recent letter to local 
boards.

0. P. A. PRICE PANEL 



Each week in this same space 
the Price Panel of the Ardmore 
Wat- Price and Rationing Board 
will attempt to answer the most 
frequently asked questions about 
the Price Panel — what it does — 
how it works — what it is expected 
to accomplish. 

Q. Does the Maximum Price 
Regulation cover the cost of Serv- 
ices? ' 

A. Yes. Every Service business, 
like every retailer and wholesaler, 
has been mobilized and is on the 
front line of our war on inflation. 
Q. Are rates and charges for 
all services fixed? 

A. No. A list of 61 services is 
on file in the Ardmore Board, for 
which a definite ceiling must be 
estimated. 

Q. What is the basis for com- 
puting cost of services? 

A. The highest price charged 
during March, 1942. 

Q. If no charge was made for 
a certain service on that date what 
can be charged .now: 

A. >The charge now may be the 
same as for a similar service most 
nearly like It. 

Q. When can a service be called 
"similar" to another? 

A. One service snail be deemed 
similar to another service if the 
first has the same use and pur- 
pose as the second and belongs to 
a type which would ordinarily be 
supplied for the same price. 

Q. What services are exempt 
from the Maximum Price Regula- 
tion? 

A. A list may be found in the 
flies of the local War Price and 
Rationing Board. 



Q. If a dealer finds the price 
of a service abnormally low, has 
he any recourse? 

A. Yes. If this abnormality 
subjects him to substantial hard- 
ship he may make an application 
for adjustment of the maximum 
price. 

Q. Are you puzzled about cell- 
ing prices? Have you questions to 
ask? 

A. The Price Panel Invites in- 
quirers and will answer .in this 
space.

Washington 



Washington, D. C. (NWNS)— 
Beef, taxes and gasoline seem to 
be the chief subject of controversy 
on the domestic front on the eve 
of the reconvening of congress. 
Many congressmen have returned 
to Washington for the new session 
which opens September 14 — and 
they have returned with a deter- 
mination to do something about 
the situation which, on their visits 
home, they have found to be most 
disturbing to the people who elect- 
ed them. 

Congressmen who are now in 



Washington say that the people at 
home have nolhintr but praise for 
the way the war has been conduct- 
ed so far l;ut there Is no doubt 
lett In the m.'nds of our represen- 
tatives in this city tuat the people 
are expecting them to take fast 
action to improve many disturbing 
conditions on the domestic front. 

The food rroblem la probably the 
most irksome of all to the major- 
ity of people, congressmen have 
found . The people don't object to 
rationing as such— and they are 
willing to go without scarce foods 
which are needed by the armed 
forces — but they are sick and tired 
of black markets and of scarcities 
In the lnlc'st of plenty. 

The beef situation is typical of 
those which have aroused the ire 
of the American people. Reports 
from the catv.le states make it clear 
that there Is now a record supply 
of beef on the ranches — enough to 
supply the needs of the men In 
uniform, to give some to lend-lease 
and still have enough left over to 
fill the average needs of the people 
at home. But due to Impractical 
pricing regulations plus black mar- 
ket operations, beef not only isn't 
reaching the people but is also 
scarce in army camps. A lot of 
beef is being sold on the ranches 
pending a better price arrangement 
and a large percentage of the beef 
which Is slaughtered Is finding its 
way into black markets. Congress- 
men will probably investigate this 
situation immediately and will de- 
mand a remedy. 

Gasoline, although not as serious 



a problem as food, Is being used by 
the people as an example of poor 
handling and poor management of 
a war problem. Congressmen say 
that their constituents don't mlna 
cutting down on gasoline consump- 
tion, but they Btrongly object to 
the week-to-week uncertainty to 
which gasoline rationing has been 
subjected ever since rationing be- 
gan. And the people in the East 
were vehement in their protests 
over tne recent gasoline "drouth" 
which immediately followed news 
that their gasoline problems were 
going to be lessened. 

Although congress won't have 
time to do anything about the tax 
situation before the September 15 
estimates and payments are to be 
filed, they will probably look into 
the tax complications as soon as 
they reconvene. They will, first, 
try to work out plans for simplify- 
ing present tax collection methods 
which threaten to cause a revolt 
among tax-payers unless simplifi- 
cation is worked out immediately. 

The second tax problem which 
congress must solve is how to col- 
lect more tax money. The treasury 
has demanded that government 
revenue be increased by many 
billions. Although congress would 
prefer to avoid this subject alto- 
gether, the President and the treas-

WASHINGTON. — The navy an- 
nounced that a new type 'of twin 
•crew, heavy duty corvette, desig- 
nated ai the "frigate," now is in 
service and that scores will be built 
for use on North Atlantic convoy 
duty. 

The vessels have an overaU. length 
of 303 feet and a beam of 37 feet 6 
inches.
